Too Hot Fire Usually Responsible for’ j

To broil chicken so that it is cooked 
through, yet not burnt, is an art few 
ecodks seem to possess.” The reason 
is usually that_the fire is too hot and 
the* chicken too-close to it. 

The perfeétion of broiling requires 
a clear bedof ‘coals and the broijer 
far enough away for its contents to 
cook. slowly.” .
